River 
Linar 
Commonwealth 
Crashes Into Warship Off Newport, 
R. I., and Both Suffer. 


Newport, R. I., July 8.—The Fall 
River line steamship Commonwealth. 
Captain W. b. Appleby, rammed the 
battleship New 
Hampshire, Captain 
James ll. Oliver, in Narragansett bay. 
inflicting damages to both that will 
necessitate their going to drydock 
Luckly there were no casualties. 
There were not many going about 
on either vessel at tho time, and it 
so happened that the boats struck al 
points where there were no sleeping 
quarters. The steel and wooden bulb 
as a result of the impact crumpled ut 
like paper, despite the fact that the 
Commonwealth was beginning to slow 
down and ber paddle wheels were be 
ginning to reverse. 
The collision was due to a fog, one 
of the thickest that has enveloped the 
bay, making it impossible to see a 
boat s length. 
The New Hampshire was at aucbot 
abreast of the naval training station 
50U yards from the battleship Kansan 
and i hi yards from the Louisiana 
The New Hampshire was the closes! 
inshore, and therefore the nearest tc 
the path followed by the Common 
wealth on her way from Newport ic 
Fall River. 
Wireless Operator Whitehead, of th* 
Fall River liner, notified the naval 
torpedo station of the accident im me 
diately atter it had happened. 
Thli 
message was picked up by the othei 
battleships in the bay, and there wa* 
preparation made to go to the assist 
auc-e of the colliding vessels. Fortu­ 
nately, however, this was not neces 
sary. 
The Commonwealth’s bow was badly 
stove in. The steamer struck the bat 
tleship fair and square bow on. Th* 
result was the tearing of a hole sev 
eral feet in length In the wooden work 
on the starboard side, the guard rail 
was torn away and the bow flagpole 
has a list to starboard. 
The more serious damage, however, 
is in the steel hull. The bow fendet 
has a perceptible turn in It. and dowt. 
close to the water line and extending 
some distance below the water th* 
steel plates were crumpled up and 
pushed astern a few feet. 
The Commonwealth had a large pas 
sender list of HOO and a heavy cargi 
of freight. 
The stern of the New Hampshire I* 
badly torn and twisted. 
lieutenant 
Harry Campbell, the officer of th* 
dec k at the time of the accident, had 
the fog bell sounded at frequent in 
tervals. Suddenly Lieutenant Camp 
bell saw the Commonwealth loom ui 
out of the fog, and seeing that th* 
collision was inevitable, he ordered 
the closing of the watertight doors 
This was done before the Common 
wealth struck, and the crew in answei 
to an alarm signal was turning out ol 
their hammock* and berths for tbcii 
stations. 
The New Hampshire’s stern was cut 
above the protective deck, the Cora 
monwealth’s stem passing through th* 
after compartment of gun and bertfe 
dec ks The captain s after cabin and 
the blower run beneath it was com 
plet«*ly wrecked aud the starboard sf 
ter armorplate was driven in about 
three inches toward the center of th* 
ship.
